Later • discussions on the various 
campl seemed to indicate a gen- 
eral Canadian approval. 

This year's NFCUS Conference 
to be held at' Laval University on 
October 13-17 will take up the 
question again. 

By an overwhelming majority the 
SAC favored "a visit to Canada by 
a Russian Student' Delegation con- 
sisting of 12 to 15 members for a 
period of approximately three 
weeks," By the same vote 17-2, the 
Council approved a visit by a Can- 
adian rielesation to Russia. The two 
disapnting votes came from. St. 
Michael's CcUc£e. 



' The method of raising money for 
these tours by "student and — or 
community, sources" was, supported 
15^-4, with' the Méds representatives 
siding- l.h opposition' wlth^St Mike's 
A motion to 'detain the Invitation 
until funds had been raised was not 
seconded. It .was made' clear that a 
committee of NFCUS would handle 
l'ail technical 'details of the trip. 

The question recommending that 
the Soviet Student delegation- be

prove hazardous this year. 

Besides the lack of books and 
seats, students this year will have 
to contend with the rhythmic beat 
of builder's hammers and . anyone 
intending to use the -stacks will 
have to come equipped with over- 
alls' and a pair of gloves. . 

But those who survive until Oc- 
tober of 1053 will have at their dis- 
posal the finest and most up to date 
library , in Canada. 

While' the present Redpath Lib- 
rary, seats 180 readers and has pro- 
per'' accommodation for about 200,- 
000 volumes, tho enlarged Redpath 
will scat nearly 700 readers and 
will be able to house a million 
books 'without congestion. 

The chief features of the new li- 
brary are the two large Undergra- 
duate Reading Rooms which will be 
quite new as far as McGill Is con- 
cerned. In these two rooms under- 
graduates will be able .to sit and 
read with, all the books they need 
at hand on the shelves nearby. 

This Is the system now In opera- 
tion in the old Radcliffé Camera at 
Oxford. It throws the responsibil- 
ity of treating the books properly 
entirely upon the students, 

The modern functional manner in 
which the new library is beinj built 
has allowed for features which nvi 
both- economical mi utilitarian arid 



yet retain a degree of architectural 
quality. 

The. Entrance Hall, for example, 
will be impressively spacious and it.« 
twenty-four foot high window, 
framing the campus trees giving thf 
effect of a 'huge landscape tapestry. 

Similarly, the first and second 
floors have been left unblocked 
by transverse walls on the line 
of the Reading Room so as to per- 
mit a vista from one end. of tho 
building to the .other.. 

The enlarged library docs noi 
merely contain more seats' and vo- 
lûmes, It provides space for sev- 
eral npw services. There, will be 
a spécial Architectural Reading 
Room, an Art Library' with its 
own seating, and an ample read- 
ing room for the large collections 
in Natural History and Ornitho- 
logy. There' is also to be a Period- 
icals Room, Graduate Tables in 
the stacks, a few seminar rooms 
and a fully equipped photographic 
section, for the microfilming of 
rare books and manuscripts. 

Redpath has for many years 
been too small- for the .increased 
numbers 'of students and its vir- 
tues as a building made it impos- 
sible to make structural aliena- 
tions. The new buildin'a whicl 
has been planned on a unit aio 
of about 22 feet by ,18 will.be. 
ready for students to use in the 
J,9£LM luslon.

Oné hundred years ago McGill received her 
amended charter which, in effect, removed all 
vestiges of government control over the Uni- 
versity. v 

' As a private institution McGill flourished. 
From less than 100 to 6,000 students, from the 
'ery generous benefactions of a few to the 
Jfts.from thousands— this, in short, describes 
a century of growth. 

And expansion is still continuing. New edi- 
fices such as the Eaton Laboratory, Donner 
£ Building, Physical Sciences Center, the annex 
to the Gymnasium as well as construction on 
the new library wing all attest to this present 
• development. 

However that is just looking at the physical 
elde. Iincreased facilities have provided new 
and more specialized courses for the curriculum 
and have raised the academic standards of all 
the faculties. 



: New schools such, as the Institute of Inter- 
national Air Law, the only one of its kind in 
I Canada, and the Institute of Islamic Studies 




•have given birth to new fields of study. The 
sciences hâve undergone the same development 
paralleling the advance of new specialized aub-. 
jects. 

Our great measure of pride in McGill has 
• cost a lot of money. In the past, generosity by 
' wealthy individuals has to a large measure 
been sufficient for the University's expansion. 
But with changing conditions, a more compre- 
hensive plan for raising financial support must 
be formed. The Graduates' Society Alma Mater 
Fund, which in 1951 contributed ovér $125,000. 
can provide the framework for such a plan. 

Last year McGill 'just -managed to make 
ends meet by virtue of a $500,000. federal grant 
However it was only given for one year until 
some more permanent scheme is devised. In 
any case, the Quebec government has indicated 
thftt it would not allow any further federal 
grants to universities in this Province. 

McGill fàccs a great challenge. If our past 
growth is to continue in the future, we must 
meet it.

Déâr sir: 

. A most important and interesting oppor- 
tunity presents itself to the students ofCanada 
—thé opportunity of co-operating in an ex- 
change between students of our country and 
those of the' Soviet Union. 

Important it is because thé world is faced 
with the alternatives of, on the one hand, a 
war too horrible to imagine and, on the other, 
the incomparably happier prospect of an in- 
creasingly secure peace, arising out of increas- 
ing co-operation between the people and gov- 
ernments of . different social . systems. And 
any undertaking which is a step toward in- 
creased understanding between the people of 
East and West is to be supported with en- 
thusiasm and hope. ' 

And how interesting such an exchange will 
probably be — to have fifteen Soviet students 
come here so that we can see them and talk to 
them, and to have fifteen Canadian students 
visit the Soviet Union and bring back to us re- 
ports of what they have witnessed there! When 
ritish students visited the Soviet Union in an 
change two yèàrs ago, they came bnck claim- 
it to have been the experience of their lives. 




When the question of this'exchange was put 
to à vote of students throughout Canada, thé 
overwhelming majority of them expressed 
themselves in favour of it. Of the letters pub- 
lished in thé McGill Daily on the subject, 
every single letter was m support of the pro- 

Thc National Federation' of Canadian Uni- 
versity Students (N.F.C.U.S.) Council, which' 
is responsible for carrying out the will of Cnna- . 
dian university students, should understand 
the world-wide implications of its behaviotts on 
thc.question of student exchange, and of the 
blows to Canadian prestige involved in delay. 
Students of Underdeveloped countries, especi- 
ally, are carefully watching every move made 
by East and West. Thé picture that so fat pre-, 
scnts itself to them is that the Soviet students 
have offered full co-operation in the exchange 
.project, and have apparently been ready and 
waiting for it for about a year. 

Past delay is past — it is the future that 
counts. Let us hope that the N.F.C.U.S.* Coun- 
cil acts with the responsibility. and breadth of 
understanding required by thé situation.

The Uni- 
versity cannot hope that we, as Art studènts, 
may appreciate through one course the 
rhythms of Horace, the fire of Cicero, or the 
fluency of Caesar. However, it can provide the

In Europe this summer I met a Dutch bell- 
boy who was mastering six languages. He was 
my own age. All ,1 can do is swear in Hindu- 
stani. It is a trait only of the English that we 
arc too pigheaded to appreciate another tongue. 
We cannot find the majesty of a foreign litera- 
ture in a watered-down translation. Such a. 



notion betrays vàst conceit. Former scholars 
spent idle hours in learning other tongues. How 
many from our "Higher Education" will do 
that today? ■ 

The tragedy of Classics .in this day is that, 
we start learning much too late. Public schools 
should teach us the elements of grammar. At 
that age we are young enough to appreciate 
the accompanying fairy tales. Then' in college 
we would have the equipment to read the 
literature when we are mature enough tccenjoy 
it; As it stands, the present university must 
play the role of glorified High School. It can 
only show us the grammar and hope that we 
are students enough to go on from there, 
an build If students would rather take some "cul- 
tural?' course instead of dry old Latin, perhaps 
we should adopt a suggestion already made, 
i.e.. add another year to the Arts' curriculum. 
Even so, we cannot gain culture merely in lec- 
tures. The cry should not be so much against 
the university as against the educational sys- 
tem that leaves us so ignorant so late. .

Judging thé Motive 



Dear Sir: 

I wish to enlarge slightly on Mr. Weinlhal's 
article in Friday's Student's Forum. I agree 
with Mr. Weinthal as to the treatment of the 
subject he" chose; it is indeed, commendable of 
the Columbia Daily Spectator to criticize its 
Principal on the grounds of Free Press.

That is just the trouble, we 
should not judge a man or an event by one 
single issue, in this case a result. We should at- 
tempt to judge him by. the reasons behind the 
decision made. 

The most obvious example to prove the in- 
justice of this kind of reasoning is the evidence 
needed in some court? to grant a divorce. The 
• simp!'- fnct that a man was with a woman other 
than his wife in a hotel room and that he had 



registered as Mr. and Mrs. is enough évidence 
for divorce. Now this is the fact, cold, but'it 
is not really enough to deliver judgement with. 

It is about time that- we leàrnt to judge 
péople becnuse .of their motives not their 
actions. Of course this is a much harder pro- 
cess, than judging by results— I deliberately 
choose not to call them facts. There is a reason 
behind most decisions, no matter what the na- 
' turc of the décision might be. If the reasons be- 
hind a decision are logically unsound, morally 
wrong, or ethically contemptable, then we can 
assume that an unfavourable judgment is valid. 
Otherwise we are simply being pig-headed, pre- 
judiced and willful fools. 

I want to make it clear that I am not at- 
tacking the opinion Mr. Weinthal has of Gene- 
ral Eisenhower. He may know the facts be- 

• hind the Republican front well enough to reach 
thé conclusion that Eisenhower is not worthy 
of the trust that a president requires. But I do 
wish to call his attention to the words he used 

to come to this decision.

The Drama Playhouse aeei 
have had a great deal of fun pre 
aentlng what they .called "the II-' 
legitimate offspring of the union 
of the arts of radio, and drama" 
to à large host of yawning friends 
and uncritical relatives. What 
happened, however, was that 
their dramatic rendition of the 
radio versions of Len Peterson's 
"Sheehan's Folly" and Albert 
Malta's 'The Journey of Simon 
MoKeever" served as . the rather 
crumby bread surrounding the 
solid filling of a fine (albeit op- 
inionated) Toronto choir known as 
"The Folk Singers". 

"The Journey of Simon- McKée- 
yer". I concerns the Journey of an 
impoverished, aged, arthritic to a 
semi-legendary doctor who would 
cure him of his ailments and al- 
low him to write the book that 
would really explain the working- 
man to the world. His disappoint- 
ment and his rediscovery of faith 
a la William Saroyan serves as 
the climax and unjustified, con- 
clusion of the play. 

- 

The> Drama Playhouse's abortive 
technique of switching from im- 
passioned acting to the straight 
narration of a "radio announcer" 
hardly Improves whit's basically 
a poor script that abounds with 
cliche characters and unmotivated 
action. We must give a great deal 
ot credit, however, to the actors 
who, when given enough time and 
opportunity to. create a dramatic 
illusion, sometimes make us for- 
get that they are carrying clumsy, 
cumbersome scripts In their ner- 
vous hands. 

On the other hand, nothing 
could redeem the commercial corn 
and, lack of artistic Integrity of 
Mr. Petersen's ao called fantasy. 
Aa most faithful - listeners . of 
"Stage 61" know. "Sheehan's 
Folly" is an unimaginative ' fan- 
tasy of what would happen If Ot- 
tawa set up a' commission to . In- 



vestigate the possibilities of the 
annexation or Canada by the 
U.S.A. as suggested by Rep. Timo- 
thy P. Sheehan of the American 
Congress. 

It was quite obvious when the 
play first appeared on C.B.C. that 
Mr. Peterson was unscrupulously 
attmptltig to exploit a news Item 
while it was still fresh in the minds 
of Canadian listeners at the ex- 
pense of good artistic judgment 
and the Intelligence of the C.B.C. 
audience. , 

Good Literary fantasy is an art 
form that asks for a suspension of- 
dlabellef about" ONE fact of our ex- 
perience arfd then proceeds to build 
a. logical sequence of events upon 
It. What "Sheehan's Folly" does Is 
offer five or more proportions for 



acceptance by the* audience— "sup- 
pose the proposal were constitu- 
tional" (which by the way. the 
script disproves almost Immediate- 
ly) "Suppose we did amalgamate 
etc. etc, ad nausea. We are finally 
left with a sequence of several 
sketches and a picaresque journey 
totally lacking .in continuity arid 
unity; 

I assume that many readers will 
answer as did someone in the lobby 
after the performance, "But the 
humor its Canadian til" Unfor- i 
tunately, and much as, I hate to ad- 
mit it as a C.B.C— phlle, the vast] 
majority of the cracks and situa- 
tions were totally American inl 
origin, style and outlook.
